Washington, Mar, 4— The growing 
dependence of the United States u p ­ 
on foreign countries for a part of its 


fo o d supply lends interest to a spec­ 
ial statement regarding imports and 
exports of eggs, prepared by the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce. Department of Commerce 
Imports of eggs in the month of 
December la st amounted to 1,514,290 
dozens, or more than in the entire 
fiscal year which ended with June, 
1913. 


In he fiscal year 1903 the im p o rts 
amounted to 308,000 dozens;in 1010, 
818,000; in 1913, 1,307,000 dozens; 
and in the first three months under 
the new tariff law—October, Nov­ 
ember and December last—during 
which period eggs 
were 
admitted 
free of duty, the imports aggregated 
1,701,153 dozens, most of then’ a r­ 
riving in the month of December lie 
cent consular ad v ices from China and 
European ports indicate eontinueu 
large increases in the shipment of 
eggs to this country. 


Eggs other than those in the nat­ 
ural condition are .still subject to 
duty, though at reduced rates, and 
these show 
increasing 
imp« ; is in 
the brief period for which the month­ 
ly figures are at hand. 
Frozen 
or 
preserved eggs, the duty on which is 
now 2 cents per 
pound, 
compared 
witli 5 cents a dozen under the for­ 
mer tariff, sjiuvv for the last 
three 
months of 1913 a total importation 
of about 1 million pounds, valued at 
approximately $115,000. 


Eggs yolks, now dutiable at 10 per 
cent, ad valorem instead of 25 per 
cent, a s under the old law, aggrega­ 
ted about 200,000 pounds, and dried 
eggs, 8,534 pounds 
for 
the 
three 
months ended 
with 
December. 
In 
each case the imports were consider­ 
ably larger than those for the cor- 
respondnig peri >d of 1912. 
The 
countries 
contributing 
the 
eggs imported into the United S ta t e s 
are few in number. 
Our imported 
egg> are chiefly 
the 
product 
of 
China, Siberia, Russia, and Southern 
Europe, those arriving from England 
and Germany having been 
for 
the 
most part shipped into those coun­ 
tries for resale to foreign markets. 
Of eggs imported 
in 
the 
natural 
state, England is the chief nominal 
source, next in order 
bein * 
China 
(including Hongkong) and 
Canada. 
Frozen eggs are chiefly from Eng­ 
land, with smaller 
quanities 
from 
Hongkong. 
Egg yolks come almost 
exclusively from Germany, which im­ 
ports large quantities of eggs from 
the producing centers of Europe and 
Asia and re-exports 
them 
in 
this 
form to the United States and other 
parts of the world. 
Most of the imported eggs 
enter 
through the ports of New York, Phil­ 
adelphia, 
Boston, 
San 
Francisco, 
Baltimore, Milwaukee, Seattle, rlu- 
koma, and Portland, Oreg. 
Hawaii 
also receives considerable quantum* 
of frozen or preserved 
eggs 
from 
Hongkong, an important distributing 
point for Chinese products. 
Exports of eggs during the year 
ended with December. 1913 amount­ 
ed to 17 2 3 million dozens, compar­ 
ed with practically 19 
million 
in 
1912, 5 2 3 million in 1910, and 11 
million in 1903, a decade ago. \Y bile 


e x p o r t s of eggs are still much great­ 
er than im p o rts, (be closing months 
of the 
year 
showed 
a 
distinctly 
downward tendency in exports and 
an upward trend in imports of that 
commodity.

and individual effort, but their chief 
difficulty so far has been to con­ 
vince the soil tillers that the govern­ 
ment No far has been not merely 
“meddling,” and that scientists can 
do every day thnigs better because 
they get at it scientifically. 
This difficulty 
lias 
largely 
been 
overcome by tactfulness, such as 
that exercised by a Texas agent a 
few days ago when he called on a 
farmer who said he was too busy to 
waste time with a “book fanner” us 
he had to go to town to gpt a man to 
11 x a gasoline engine that refused To 
run. 
The agent at once dropped the 
matter of farm 
management 
atld 
made a diagnosis. He cleaned the 
spark plug, adjusted the carbureter, 
ground the valves a little and soon 
had the engine running 
like 
new. 
The delighted farmer thereupon not 
only found time to talk but to intro­ 
duce the agent to a dozen of bis 
neighbors. The woman on the Ttiftn 
is also receiving a large share of the 
attention of the farm management 
office and number of woman agents 
are giving their time to this work.

“The remedy for this is the organ­ 
ization of a producers’ and consum­ 
ers’ league. Farmers who join such a 
league should be made to give a

Originally the tick w a s found in ten 
of the largest states below the heavy 
frost line but it is gradually losing

“As we eliminate a trrritorv of 


t i c k s we have to be doubly careful 
to guard that territory,” said Dr. 
Melvin in support of his plan for

down of trains or something of that 
sort the ticks might get out and re­ 
invest a cleared area. Then there

to Prevent Loss to Companies 


by Fire.

South Bend, Ind.. Mar. 4— When 


forty or more insurance men stopped 
oil here today for a two-day visit of 
inspection, the local merchants at 
first thought it meant a combination 
against them for 
the 
purpose of 
raising rates. It was then explained 
I that the reverse was the idea. 
This 


w a s the first day of an inspection by 
! the Indiana State Fire Prevention 
Association, composed of men in the 
fire insurance business. 


This city has been mapped out by 
(!us M. W ise of Indianapolis, secre­ 
tary of the association. The men 
have been 
divided 
into 
two-man 
teams and they will inspect every 
merchantiie building in South Bend 
these two days. They will ferrot out 
such nuisances as dirty basements, 
bad wiring, faulty heating apparatus 
faulty Hues and rubber hose connec­ 
tions for gas apparatus. These will 
be called to the attention of the pro­ 
prietor with the suggestion that it 
is to his best interest to remedy 
them. 
Each night a report will be made 
to Wise, who will tabulate it. He will 
then send notices to the merchants, 
following them up later with other 
notices. If after two notices have 
been sent the nuisance is not remov­ 
ed, the fire marshall will be noti­ 
fied, and he will force the improve­ 
ment. 
The association i> interested in 
fire prevention for the reason that 
fires cost insurance companies real 
money. It lias visited 1 erre Haute, 
Bloomington and Logaimport recent­ 
ly. At Terre Haute and Bloomington 
there have been some rate reductions 
as a result and some are expected at 
Logansport. 
No combustion of companies on 
rates is allowed, due to a restrain­ 
ing order to that effect issued in the 
Marion county courts. 


At the invitation of commercial 
organizations, this association ex­ 
pect to visit all tlie large cities in the 
slate, giving each a thorough inspec­ 
tion and a good cleannig-up.

They are Most Direct Route of 


Reaching the Farmer. 


TO 
SEND 
DEMONSTRATORS 


Transportation and Cooperation are 


Held to be Two Keys to 


Rural Situation. 


(By United Freas.) 


Washington, 1). C. March 4—The 


county fair, where the red Hereford 
bull flaunts a blue ribbon and the 
prize pumpkin and the trotting race 
are rivals for attention, has 
been 


seized upon by the Department of 
Agriculture as one of the most direct 
methods of reaching the farmer. Dr. 
W. J. Spillmau, in charge of the 
oflice on farm management is organ- 
izing a large force of "demonslra- 
tors"to attend the fairs next fall and 
give free demonstrations in every- 
thing from making a glass of crab 
apple jelly to building a barn. 


Comity agents now in the 
field 


have done much to aid thousands of 
farmers in the way of organizliou 
and individual effort, but their chief 
diliiciilty so far has been to con- 
vince the soil tillers that the govern- 
ment Nsu far has been not merely 
'•meddling," and that scientists can 
do every day thnigs belter because 
they gel at it scientifically. 


This dillicully has 
largely been 


overcome by tact fulness, such as 
that exercised by a Texas agent 
it 


few days ago when he called on a 
fanner who said he was too busy to 
waMe time with a "book farmer"' as 
lie had to go to town to get a man to 


fix a gasoline engine that refused'to 


run. 


The agent at once dropped the 


mailer of farm 
management 
and 


made a diagnosis, lie cleaned' the 
spark plug, adjusted the carbureler, 
ground the valves a little and soon 
had lhe engine running 'like 
hew. 


The delighted farmer thereupon not 
only found time to talk but to intro- 
duce the agent to a dozen of his 
neighbors. The woman on the "fetrifl 
is also receiving a large share of Ihe 
attention of the farm management 
office and number of woman agents 
are giving their lime lo this work, 


Transportation 
and 
cooperaliol 


are held by Dr. Spillmau to be tin. 
two keys lo the rural situation today 
and with this in view he never misses: 
an opportunity lo urge the use of the 
Parcel i'ost and organization of pro 
ducers' and consumers' leagues. Fur 
therinore he believes that great evil: 
come from overplauling one 
yeai 


and midei-planting the next, and that 
a belter understanding with the con 
sumer will remedy this. 


"In the year 1901 the potato crop

illustrating this point. "This led to 
overplaiitiug Ihe next year and tlie 
crop was so large that the price wa 
lowest in 14 vears.

regarding the mortgage exemption 
law, which provides that persons de- 
'siriug to avail themselves of the act 
shall file a sworn statement with the 
county auditor between March 1 and 
May 1. 


The act reads us follows: 
"That any person being the owner 


of real estate liable 
for 
taxation 


within the State of Indiana, and be- 
ing indebted in any sum, secured by 
mortgage upon real estate, may have 
the amount of such mortgage indebt- 
edness, not exceeding seven hundred 
dollars, existing and unpaid upon the 
lirst day of March of any year, de- 
ducted from tlie assessed valuation 
of mortgage premises for that year, 
and the amount of sucli valuation 
remaining after such deduction shall 
have been made shall form the basis 
for assessment and taxation for said 
real estate for said year: Provided, 
That no deduction shall be allowed 
greater 
than 
one-half 
of 
such 


assessed 
valuation 
of 
said 
real 


estate. 


"Any person desiring to avail him- 


self or herself, of the provisions of 
this act shall, between the tirst day 
of March and the lirst day of May 
of each year, Hie with tlie auditor of 
the county wherein said real estate 
is situated a sworn statement of the 
amount of such mortgage indebted- 
ness existing and unpaid on the lirst 
day of March of that year, giving 
the name and residence of the mort- 
gage, and shall also give the name 
and residence of the assignee 
or 


hona tide owner or holder of said 
mortgage, if 
known, and 
it' not 


known, said person shall stale that 
fact and shall also state (he record 
and page where said mortgage is re- 
corded, and a brief description of 
the estate upon which such incumh- 
rance exists. 


"The County Auditor with whom 


such statement is filed, in case the 
money, notes or credits evidenced by 
such mortgage indebtedness he liable 
for taxation in any county in the 
State of Indiana other than the one 
wherein such real estate is situate, 
shall immediately certify and trans- 
mit a copy of such sworn slalcmi'nl 
to the auditor of tlie county wherein 
the mortgagee, assignee or bona tide 
holder or owner of said mortgage 
resides, or wherein the money, notes 
or credits evidenced by mortgage is 
otherwise taxable." 


The act also provides a penally ol 


from $50 to $500 to which may be 
added a jail sentence not exceeding 
six months for any personwho shall 
wilfully 'make a false statement re- 
garding such properly.
